The present ages of the men who were old 
enough to take part in actual fighting are 
today approximately between 35 and 450 
years. A soldier who was 18 in 1918 is today 
35. One who was 30 years old in 1914 is to- 
dav 50 lt is, roughly, between 35 and S50 
that ordinary political careers are establish 
ed.

Very few men begin a political career after 
50 

We are today in that zone of time where 
the war veterans have come to political ma- 
turity, and presumably we shall remain with 
in it for another 10 or 15 vears. At the end 
of that period, the Hitlers and the Musso- 
linis will, even if all goes as well with 
them as they hope, be confronted with the 
real post-war generation by grown men 
who at the height of their powers know the 
World War only through books and anec 
dotes, 

On this calculation, the effects of the 
World War, as manifest in the mentality and 
the passions of the rulers of men. will be 
exhausted somewhere between 25 years and 
oy years after the armistice. In that period, 
the war veterans will have passed the pe 
of their energies, and their sons. who did 
not share their experience, will have reached 
the peak of their energies 

Does historical experience give ais any war- 
rant for thinking that this ealeulation is 
valid? It seems to me that it does, though 
I fully appreciate that all reasoning by ah- 
alogy must be taken with a large dose of 
salt. But it would be agreed, I think, that 
Europe emerged from under the dominating 
influences of the Napoleonic world war 
about 1850. that is. about 35 vears after Wa- 

loo. Until that time, the politics of Fu: 
io 8 was under the spell‘of the war, the in- 


which it produced 3ut about 1850, there is 
a new atmosphere. «The old issues are not 
settied. They are displaced by new interests. 
After 1850, Europe, at least Western Europe, 
entered a period of material expansion, of 
scientific and intellectual progress, which 
lasted, with only the minor interruptions of 
short wars, for more than 60 vears 

Our own Civil War continued to dominate 
American politics until the ‘90s. It was only 
in 1590 that the effort to coerce the South 
was finally abandoned, and Maj. Mchinley 
was the last Civil War veteran to become 
President. THe men who succeeded him, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson, 
represented the real post-war generation. 

. * - 

If there is any fundamental truth in the 
rough generalization that the aftermath of 
A&A great war lasts on the average about 30 
years, then perhaps we, who belong to the 
war xeneration, can deduce from it a prac- 
tical conclusion of great moment We are 
more than a little discouraged and disil- 
lusioned about the possibilities of enduring 
peace through the devices on which we 
staked our hopes in 1919. "There is a genera- 
tion,. younger than we, represented power- 
fully by such spokesmen as Walter Millis, 
who believe that we were fools and lunatics 
when we took the road to war 

They are, I think, unjust to the inward- 
ness of events which they study only in their 
external manifestations. But, though it 
seems unlikely that theirs is the final ver- 
dict of history, their defects as historians 
are the most important of their qualities. 
They are unjust because at bottom they are 
so indifferent to the issues of 1914-18 and. 
finding them incomprehensible, they regard 
them as insane. 

There could be no stronger evidence that 
this new generation, once it comes to power, 
will not so much settle the issues as sweep 
them aside in a mood of indifference and 
will turn to new interests. That is the best 
wav to settle insoluble issues and. when |] 
read Mr. Millis’ book, ‘Road to War,’ or see 
Mr. Van Druten’s play, “Flowers of the For- 
est.’ I.am filled with hope because there is 
a new generation which is too indifferent to 
1914 to do it historical or artistic justice 

“ha this means that if statesmen today can 
manage to protect the world from a major 
upheaval for another 10 vears or so, then a 
generation will have reached maturity which 
will turn its attention to wholly different is- 
sues than those which now trouble the peace 
of Europe. It may be that if the world can 
manage to protect itself until the war vet- 
erans are Old enough to have their fires 
dampened down, it may, under the leader- 
ship of the real post-war generation, enjoy 
another period of peace and progress com- 
parable to that which made the age of Vic- 
toria one of the great periods in human af- 
fairs
